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Rules of Order 


1.—The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. and 
close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the direction 
of the Bishop. 


2.—The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall have 
the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3.—The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the question shall 
be taken without debate. Provided, that after the President shall 
have stated the reason for his decision, the appellant may give the 
grounds of his appeal. 


4.—The President shall appoinnt all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5.—All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if the 
President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6.—No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7.—When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolution 
offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of the 
Conference. 


8.—No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under 
consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption or re- 
jection, unless one of the following should intervene, which motion 
shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(8) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9.—Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the Presi- 
dent, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs 
from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10.—No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten min- 
utes at any one time, nor more than once on the same question, until - 
all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by the Confer- 
ence, which shall be decided by vote without debate. 


_i1.—Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when he 
considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 
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12.—When speaking each member shall have due regard for the 
feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and personal 
reflections. 


13.—The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call 
of one-third of the members present. 


14.—When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be in 
order for a member who voted with the majority to move a re- 
consideration. 


15.—A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall be 
decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to a 
fixed time. 


16.—No member shall absent himself from the Conference with- 
out leave, unless he is sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and no 
member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any question, 
and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all questions, unless 
they are excused by the Conference.

19.—All expressions of approval or disapproval during the prog- 
ress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20.—In case an executive session be ordered, only members in 
full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


21.—These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended except 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


1.—The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to trans- 
fer into our Conference more men than are transferred out; not to 
bring men to places within our bonds without careful and equitable 
adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be construed to the injury 
of our developing work or so as to embarrass the authorities in pro- 
viding for new work. 


2.—All changes involving Conference relations, as well as all can- 
didates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon creden- 
tials from other churches and for admission into full membership 
shall be referred to a Committee on Conference Relations; and no such 
change of relations shall be granted, nor any such candidate admitted, 
until such Committee shall have made its report. 


3.—Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go into 
executive session, (when necessary said session to convene Friday at 
ILE) 194 seas) 


4.—No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Conference 
who is over 40 years of age. 


5.—All committees or societies to whom are committed matters 
requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide the pro- 
gram for such service. 


6.—Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7.—The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 
after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference standing. 


8.—At the close of each Conference session the District Superin- 
tendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs composed of one mem- 
ber from each district and one from the Conference at large, which 
shall be placed upon the list of standing committees. Hach District 
Superintendent shall report to his committee the death of any min- 
' ister or wife, or children of any minister, which may occur in his 
District. The chairman of this committee shall note the death of 
any member of the Conference or the wife of any such member ,and 
then confer with the members of the committee. The memorial serv- 
ice shall be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. 
It shall consist of usual devotional services and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by the 
committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shall have full 
control of the Conference memorial service. 


9.—The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise ordered 


by vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees. 


10.—The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the 
proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall be the 
official record of the Conference. He shall have power to edit all 
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reports of Boards and Committees, said reports to be submitted to 
him in double-spaced, typewritten form only. He shall take charge 
of the journals and Conference papers, keep them safe and have 
them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions. 


11.—No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Conference 
Course of Study who is conditioned upon more than one study. 


12.—The President shall provide for closing up the business of 
the final session of the Annual Conference that due and sufficient 
time shall be given for proper devotional services just preceding the 
reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste or disorder at 
such time be manifest. 


13.—All statistical and treasurer’s reports from pastoral charges 
shall be in the hands of the Conference Statistician or Treasurer not 
later than noon of the second day of the Conference session. Any 
reports presented thereafter may be received but not tabulated. 


14.—It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 


15.—An executive session shall be the order of the eey: on Friday 
of each Conference session at 10:30 a. m.

Advocate, and the Board of Prohibition and Public Morals was asked 
to print it as a tract. 


Group Insurance—C. T. McPherson presented a plan for Confer- 
ence insurance from the Aetna Life Insurance Company, and on motion 
of J. C. Spencer, T. E. Elliott, R. N. Avison, and A. H. Lathrop were 
appointed a special committee to which the matter was referred.

Conference Claimants’ Endowment Commission—C. A. Edwards 
read his report as Field Secretary of the Conference Claimants’ En- 
dowment Commission.

mendation of the Committee on Conference Relations and motion by 
their respective District Superintendents, action was taken as fol- 
lows: R. C. Blackwell was made effective.

World Service—A. L. Howarth, presented the Conference program 
for World Service. In connection with this L. C. Poor read the report 
of the Conference Board of Education. (See report.) 


E. E. Gilbert moved that $15,000, covering a three-year period, be 
added to the askings in the report. 


On motion of J. C. Spencer, consideration of the questions raised 
by the report were postponed until 5 P. M., when they were made the 
order of the day.

Japanese Relief—W. N. Byars reported for the Committee on Jap- 
anese Relief.

Question 33—13% of the pastors’ cash salary for the current year. 


Endowment Secretary’s Salary—On motion of J. J. Patton, it was 
ordered that the pastors pay one-fourth of their apportionment for 


the salary of the Conference Claimants’ Endowment Secretary 
quarterly. 


Episcopal Fund—On motion of D. H. Leech, the’! apportionment 
to each charge for the support of bishops was fixed at two and one- 
fourth per cent of the salary plus the house rent.

Boundaries Commission 


The Boundaries Commission of the Columbia River and Oregon 
Conferences met in joint session at Pasco, Washington, March 20th, 
1923. There were present from the Columbia River Conference 
B. E. Koontz, H. J. Wood and Charles E. Miller, and for part of 
the time Robert Brumblay. From the Oregon Conference Joseph 
Knotts, Albert S. Hisey, Melville T. Wire and John H. Secor. 

The Joint Commission was organized by the election of Albert S. 
Hisey, Chairman, and Charles E. Miller, Secretary. 

The commissioners from the Columbia River Conference submitted 
the following resolution for our consideration: 

“We, the undersigned commissioners of the Columbia River Con- 
ference believe that in the transfer of The Dalles district to the 
Oregon Conference without also transferring a proportional share 
of the conference cliamants, a serious injustice has thus been done 
to the Columbia River Conference. Also we understood Bishop 
Shepard, at the time he announced the above transfer, to say that 
he believed that the Oregon Conference would gladly make such 
adjustment of the matter as would be satisfactory to the Columbia 
River Conference, and since the matter cannot be adjusted by trans- 
fer of conference claimants, therefore we request the Oregon Con- 
ference commissioners to make the necessary adjustmnt by the 
return of Umatilla and Klickitat counties to the Columbia River 
Conference.” 

After due consideration the commissioners of the Oregon Confer- 
ence replied by submitting to the commissioners of the Columbia 
River Conference the following resolution: 

; “We, the Commissioners on Boundaries of the Oregon Conference 
in session at Pasco, Washington, March 20, 1923, offer the follow- 
ing resolution— 

“Whereas, the purpose of the former Commission on Boundaries 
of the Oregon Conference was so far as possible to create an all 
Oregon Conference and whereas; the former Boundaries Commis- 
sions of both the Columbia River and Oregon Conferences yoted 
unanimously to transfer all of The Dalles District except Milton and 
Sunnyside known as Rohrer Memorial, also the following charges 
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within the State of Washington, viz: Appleton, Goldendale and 
White Salmon, to the Oregon Conference, and whereas, such trans- 
fer was made and whereas, it is the earnest desire of said charges 
to remain in the Oregon Conference, be it resolved—— 

“That we, the members of the Boundaries Commission of the Ore- 
gon Conference, make no recommendation of change from the status 
quo.” 

Without further discussion the meeting stood adjourned.

Camp Meeting Commission 


The Third Camp Meeting of the Oregon Annual Conference was 
held at Cottage Grove, Oregon, from July 19th to the 29th. We 
have here a beautiful camp site of approximately six acres, splen- 
didly located and well supplied with the necessary requisites for a 
comfortable, sanitary camp and well furnished with transportation 
facilities both by auto and train. 


The attendance was good and results satisfactory in every respect. 
Bishop Shepard gave several days of extremely valuable time to 
the work. All the District Superintendents were present for a part 
of the time and a sane, aggressive evangelism was stressed from 
start to finish and practically every doctrine taught by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church was given at least some attention. Approximately 
ene hundred souls were at. the altar during the ten days and many 
found not only forgiveness of sins but a quickening of the spirit- 
ual life. 

Finances came very easily. Between eight and nine hundred dol- 
lars was raised and it was thought atl the time that not only was 
there enough raised to meet all present necessities and some bills 
left over from other years but that quite a considerable sum would 
be left to begin operations on a permanent tabernacle. Unfortu- 
nately some bills were found that we did not know about at the 
time and our surplus was swept away but nevertheless we are in 
good shape financially and have good prospects of erecting our tab- 
ernacle in good time for our next meeting. At the meeting of the 
commission held on Saturday afternoon the former chairman and 
secretary were reelected for another year which leaves the commis- 
sion as follows. (See List of Boards and Commissions.) 


By formal action the chairman of the commission was authorized 
to appoint such sub-committees as were needed to function properly.

Conservation and Advance 


It was an inspiration, born of an overruling Providence which 
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led to a five-year program, supported by over $100,000,000 for a 
world conquest under the banner of the Cross. During the first year 
of the Centenary the Methodist Episcopal Church actually gave $15,- 
860,000 in cash and over $19,000,000, including the gifts of our 
women’s organizations. In one concluding day of the “I Will Main- 
tain’ campaign, our loyal and genercus people placed a million 
dollars upon the altars of the Church. Had the initial movement 
been followed by an annual presentation of the cause from every 
pulpit of Methodism, instead of an increasing sag year by year of 
a million dollars or more, there would have been many new pledges, 
a growing enthusiasm born of knowledge and an enlarging budget. 
As we approach the conclusion of the quinquennial period, 
instead of bewailing any mistakes of the past, we should buckle our 
armor a little tighter and resolve on a victorious ending of the 
campaign. If our pastors will marshal all their forces and keep 
them on the firing line until next May, keeping step with our effi- 
cient leaders in the office of Conservationn and Advance, we shall 
go over the top with a victorious shout. 


Is this a feasible undertaking? Whatever ought to be done in 
Kingdom building, can be done by divine help. On May 31) of the 
current year, being the close of the fourth year of the Centenary, 
there was as arrearage on the apportionments of $58,180 in the 
Eastern District, $68,061 in the Portland District, $42,243 in the 
Salem District and $75,902 in the Southern District, a total of 
$244,386. This amount, plus $134,000, the apportionment for the 
fifth year, less $25,737, the estimated amount paid since May 31, 
leaves a balance of $352,649, the sum still due on apportionments. 
Or, taking into account the actual subscriptions for the five-year 
period and the record on May 3:1, 1928, stood as follows: Eastern 
District subscribed $137,054, paid $69,624 on or before May 31, 1923; 
due on Subscriptions, $67,430. Portland District subscribed $249,- 
254; unpaid pledges, $100,803. Salem district subscribed $184,632, 
paid $119,489; unpaid pledges, $65,148. Southern District subscribed 
$158,352, paid $75,638, unpaid pledges, $77,714; making a total of 
$311,090 in unpaid pledges not taking into account payments made 
since May 31, of this year. The total receipts of this Conference 
year were $77,225. On the supposition’ that one-third were. paid 
during the last quarter since May 31, then there remains in unpaid 
pledges at the present date the large sum of $285,339, almost four 
times the amount collected during this Conference year. 


This, then, is our problem. Due on apportionments approxi- 
mately $352,000, or an actual unpaid pledges $285,000. And since the 
Church is demanding a curtailment of overhead expenses, it de- 


volves upon the pastor to hold himself responsible for these col- 
lections. 


Your committee therefore recommends: 


That it is the solemn responsibility and duty of each and 
every pastor by indefatigable diligence to determine on the collec- 
apne Peper apa pledges as far as possible by October 
31, » the close of the Centenary fiscal year, and the resi

Conference Claimants Permanent Fund 


A check for $2,000.00 has been paid by the Conference Claim- 
ants Permanent Fund of the Oregon Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church to the treasurer, revenue of the said fund for the 
Conference year just ending, $1,980.00 of which is regular revenue 
and $20.00 of which is the revenue from the special fund known 
as the “W. H. Goltra Fund” and which is paid only under disci- 
pline (necessitous cases). 

This is the largest sum transmitted by the Permanent Fund to 
the Conference treasurer since the organization and incorporation 
of the fund, March ist, 1909. At the Conference that year there 
was paid to the treasurer of the Conference the sum of $574.00, and 
there has been a steady; growth of the fund and income since that 
time. 

In September, 1917, $1,000.00 was paid, and the trustees sang the 
Doxology in grateful appreciation of reaching that goal. This 
year we might well again sing this grand old song of thanksgiving 
and praise. 

Since its organization there has been paid to the Treasurer of the 
Oregon Conference by the fund the sum of $13,000.00, and it might 
be interesting to the members of the Conference and the Lay- 
men’s Association to know that during the year 1917-18 the mem- 
bers of the Conference paid 1 per cent oftheir’ salaries into the 
fund and the amount received was $1,317.80, and in 1918-1919 this 
practice was repeated, not, however, as uniformly as in the previous 
year, and the sum of $915.00 was received. 

In 1915 a commission was appointed by the Conference, and there 
was paid by it the following year $386.95, and the following year 
there was paid $229.65 from this source. The commission had a 
secretary who devoted all of his time to the collection of funds for 
this purpose. 

Since 1919 the Conference has had a representative in the field 
most of\ the time, but no money has reached the treasury of the 
Permanent Fund from that source. It is possible that some gifts 
have come direct through the efforts of the representative,, but such 
have been of a negligible character, as a very small portion of the 
money in the fund at the present time has been recived since 1919. 
The Permanent Fund on September 11, 1923, when the books were 
closed, stood as follows:

Board of Education 
L—WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY 


The victory of the Willamette Forward Movement not only dem- 
onstrated the large place which our Methodist University holds in 
the affection and interest of the Conference, but has served to deepen 
the conviction regarding the need of Christian education, and to 
greatly enlarge the circle of friends. Willamette has most deeply 
appreciated this phase of the movement, as well as its actual finan- 
cial returns, and assures the Conference anew of its: purposes to 
fulfill its highest mission in the service of the Church. 

The next great concern is the prompt collection of the pledges 
made. The conditions laid down by the General Educational Board - 
require that the building fund and debts be met first and not until 
incoming funds can be actually applied to endowment will they 
match every $65.00 so applied with $35.00 from their board. The 
cooperation of pastors and churches is urged that the pledges may 
be promptly collected in order that there be no halting or embar- 
rassment in the developing program of the University. 

Indications are that the largest freshman class in the history of 
the college will enroll this fail and that the capacity of the school 
will be taxed to the utmost. The new gymnasium is being rapidly 
completed and will be a tremendous asset to the work this year.. There 
is still desperate need of additional equipment including a men’s dor- 
mitory and a school of music building. 

Six new faculty members have been engaged for this year. 

Large credit is due to the presidnt, Carl Gregg Doney, for his 
wise and constant leadership in all these enterprises and especially 
for his inspiring personal contact with the student body itself. A 
most stimulating and wholesome Christian atmosphere prevails on 
the campus, and the type of young people being developed there is 
such as to reconfirm our faith in the Christian college. 


II—KIMBALL SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY 


We rejoice in the steady progress of Kimball School of Theology. 
We believe that Northwest Methodism must nurture a strong pro- 
gram for training our young men and women in theology, missions 
and religious education. ' 

We urge our pastors and people to give hearty cooperation to 
the administration of the school in meeting the current budget until 
such time as an adequate endowment can be secured. We recom- 
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mend the following committee to act with similar committees from 
the other annual conferences of this and the Helena areas to for- 
mulate a permanent policy and program for Kimball: B. E. Kirk- 
patrick, D. H. Leech and J. W. Day. 


II. 


We recommend that authorization be granted for the creation of 
Wesley Foundation at the University of Oregon and at Oregon Agri- 
cultural College. We nominate the Superintendent of the Salem Dis- 
trict, the pastor at Corvallis, Professor F. A. Magruder, Professor 
U. G. Dubach, and B. Earle Parker as a commission with power to 
create the Wesley Foundation at the Oregon Agricultural College. 
We nominate the Superintendent of the Southern District, the pastor 
at Eugene, F. E. Heffron, John Bovard and Dr. W. H. Pollard of 
Springfield, as a like commission with power to create the Wesley 
Foundation at the University of Oregon. 

We are persuaded that the time has come when the Conference 
must take positive and heroic action to provide for the adequate 
religious training of our Methodist young people while they are at- 
tending our colleges and universities. We therefore recommend that 
the sum of $16,500 a year be apportioned for the next three years 
to the charges of the conference, said apportionments to be made by 
the district superintendents. We recommend that the apportionment 
be made a supplement to the apportionment made to this Conference 
for the maintenance of the World Service Program, and that all 
moneys received during the first three years of the World Service 
Program shall be divided pro rata between the Commission on Con- 
servation and Advance and this special Conference educational fund. 
We recommend that this sum of $16,500 be distributed as follows:

We rejoice in the splendid record made by the Epworth Leagues of 
the Conference in this first year of the forward program adopted 
one year ago. Could this record be presented in detail it would fur- 
nish evidence of encouraging vitality and wholesomeness in our 
young people’s work. A beautiful pennant was awarded at each 
Epworth League Institute to the chapter making the highest per- 
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centage of efficiency in carrying out this program, The chapters 
winning the pennants were Medford,| Montavilla, Portland and 
Madras. 

With a few modifications the same program has been adopted for 
the coming year. Included in this is a call for one thousand Ep- 
worth Leaguers to pledge $1.00 each to provide the necessary funds 
for the Conference work.

An 
enrollment of 275 at Falls City; 204 at Suttle Lake, and 66 at Cot- 
tage Grove brought the total registration to the splendid number 
of 517. The faculties and programs were uniformly good, and the 
results achieved were very satisfactory. Each of them have now 
become Conference Institutes. 

We commend the Conference Board of Epworth Leagues for the 
work it is doing in promoting a comprehensive program that will 
standardize the organization, support the work of our Leagues, in- 
creasing their enthusiasm and efficiency.

HOSPITALS AND HOMES 


Whereas, There are in the region surrounding Coos Bay, Oregon, 
a community of nearly 25,000 people, engaged largely in lumbering 
and manufacturing; and 

Whereas, There are in this community very inadequate hosipital 
facilities, there being only a fifty-bed Catholic hosipital not standard- 
ized and with limited starf, and a boarding house where about fifteen 
patients can be cared for by the day; and 

Whereas, there are sufficient physicians and surgeons of high stand- 
ing to meet all requirements of standardization, and sufficient finan- 
cial ability in the community to build a thirty-five to fiftybed hos- 
pital; It is therefore recommended 

First: That the Oregon Annual Conferences through its Board of 
Hospitals and Homes, give favorable consideration to this project and 
designate a number of the Board who can go to Marshfield, together 
with a representative of the Board of Hospitals and Home sand Can- 
vass the situation with the citizens and report to the Bishop and the 
members of the Conference Board. 

Second: That the Conference give power to the Board of Hospitals 
and Homes to elect a Board of Directors for the Hospital in case it 
should decide to establish it, all of the details to be worked out under 
the advisory supervision of the Board of Hospitals and Homes of Chi- 
cago. The aforementioned election of a Board of Directors should be 
subject to cofirmation at the next session of the Annual Coference. 

Third: That should these resolutions receive favorable action, it 
will be necessary for this Conference to create a Board of Hospitals 


and Homes.

Having enjoyed the session of this Annual Conference we ex- 
press our high appreciation of the Committee of Ministers and Lay- 
man having charge of our entertainnment and comfort, of the hos- 
pitality of the homes of Portland and of the splendid publicity given 
us by the daily papers. ; 

It was a divine inspiration that prompted the celebration of the 
centenary of the Methodist Missions, and we must not fail our com- 
panions on the vast front who have gone forth trusting in our sup- 
port.

Any report by a committee on the State of the Church must 
have regard to Interests national and ‘international. The recent 
earthquake and fire in Japan, the mortality and lawlessness still in 
evidence as a result of the World War, Sabbath desecration, and the 


ewe of the prizefight, all tell of world troubles and world 
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The moving picture industry instead of being an educational 
aid has degenerated to the place of panderer to the vices and 
sensualities of man. Ridicule of home life and of the Christian 
religion, contempt for Protestant ministry and a misrepresentation 
of the efforts of the United States Government in enforcing the 
Highteenth Amendment to the Constitution are plainly shown. 

The industry is controlled by five men, all of one race, a race 
professedly not Christian. Under these conditions the Church faces 
a gigantic task, but she will not falter, she cannot. She is founded 
upon the truth and truth shall prevail. 

The program of our own denomination is laid upon the hearts 
of its ministers and layman and true men and women will see that 
it succeeds. Need is the opener of opportunity. Today is the day 
of the Churches’ opportunity in Russia and in Japan. The history 
and proximity of the latter country make her especially the open 
door of opportunity and the tremendous challenge to Christian 
America. 

The Church is today better equipped than at any former period 
in its history with men and money, with a trained ministry and 
the intelligent co-operation of lay-workers, with publicity agencies 
and facilities, and therefore is in stronger position than. ever before 
to sway public sentiment and to be the leaders in all movements for 
civil and moral righteousness. 

What great moral reforms have ever gone forward without the 
Church? And can she not enthrone the pure home life and respect 
for the Christian Sabbath, put the Bible back in the public schools, 
banish the brutal prizefight, secure a national censorship of moving 
pictures and be able to maintnain in all the states; the enactments 
that protect minors from the deadly cigarette poison. 

Give to the Church a trained ministry who believe in the 
doctrines of the New Ttestament and in the pentecostal furnishing for 
saving lost men and building the Kingdom of God, and aggressive

Sunday Schools 


We recommend that the Board be organized into District units 
and that at least one meeting be held during the year for the 
transaction of specifically District work. 

We recognize the need for the unification of all religious train- 
ing and urge the utmost co-operation between the programs of this 
Board and those of the Conference Cabinet of the Epworth League. 

‘We recommend the holding of delegated group conferences in 
each District, using pastors and local workers on the programs so 
far as possible, and that our pastors secure a full representation of 
our schools at the same. We recommend that the pastors co- 
operate with our Conference Superintendent in the promotion of in- 
stitutes, conferences and counsels and that a list of questions pre- 
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pared by the Board of Sunday Schools be included in the Conference 
report blanks sent out by the Secretary of the Conference for the 
coming year. 

We regret that the enrollment at the Puget Sound Summer 
School was so small as to make it doubtful whether it is to be con- 
tinued for another year, and we recommend that this Conference 
appoint a commission of three to meet with a like commission from 
the other Conferences and with Bishop Shepard for the purpose of 
considering some plan for the perpetuation of the School. 

We also recommend that a committee of three, consisting of 
J. E. Else, J. H. Secor and J. E. Purdy, be appointed to consider the 
possibility of arranging for a series of trainning institutes for 
church-school workers during the year. We recommend that in 
order to supplement the work of the Board of Sunday Schools in 
providing a Superintendent for the Oregon Conference, we provide 
a budget of $200.00 to cover the expense of delegates to the regular 
annual meetinng of the Board, clerical help, slides, and other ma- 
terials not provided for by the Board of Sunday Schools, and that 
this money be raised by appropriation from the Sunday Schools, pro- 
vided that no Sunday School shall be required to contribute more 
than, $2.00, and by voluntary offering to be taken at one service 
during each Conference ox Institute which shall be held under the 
direction of our Conference Superintendent. 

This Board commends the energetic and faithful service of the 
Conference Sunday School Superintendent and recommends his con- 
tinuance.

of former years. 


I.—WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY 


The absence of President Carl Gregg Doney, who has been granted 
a year for rest and recuperation of strength and health, will be felt as 
a distinct loss, and we join our prayers for his speedy recovery and 
return to his tasks. Meanwhile we extend to Dean George H. Alden, 
Acting-President, our assurance of confidence and co-operation. 

The first two years’ payment of pledges to the Endowment Fund 
have marked a new era of hope and optimism for Willamette Uni- 
versity. The new gymnasium has been built and paid for, and the 
old Lausanne Hall debt has been liquidated. From now on, every 
65 cents paid on the pledges is matched by 35 cents from the Gen- 
eral Education Board to accumulate the much needed endowment. 
Every effort should therefore be made to secure the prompt pay- 
ment of these pledges. The pastors could greatly assist in these col- 
lections by public reminders and appeals at the time when the semi- 
annual payments are due, in March and September. 

We rejoice in the outlook for the new year, when from every fore-

Il.—KIMBALL SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY 


At the session of the Oregon Conference one year ago, x special 
ommittee was appointed, consisting of D. H. Leech, B. E. Kirkpat- 
ck and J. W. Day, to meet with similar committees from the other 
onferences of this and the Helena Areas, to formulate a permanent 
olicy and program for Kimball School of Theology. Two meetings 
f this Commission were held during the year, in conjunction with 
ll of the District Superintendents of the area and Bishop Shepard. 
hese meetings were characterized by a surprising unanimity of faith 
1, and enthusiasm for the school, and served to demonstrate con- 
usively that the leaders of Methodism in the Northwest are of one 
lind as to the necessity of the continuance and enlargement of the 
imball School of Theology. A tentative program was adopted for 
resentation to the various Conferences of the contributing territory. 
Your Board of Education, in accordance with the program sub- 
iitted by this Commission, desire to present the following recom- 
endations: 

First, we earnestly reaffirm our conviction of the need of a strong 
chool of Theology, missions and religious education in the North- 
est. Kimball School of Theology should be strengthened and en- 
Yged as rapidly as possible to cover this entire program and to meet 
1e demands of the new day. 

Second, for the adequate development of the school, it is impera- 
ve that funds be provided for both endowment and buildings. We 
ierefore approve the action of the Joint Commission requesting the 
onferences of the Northwest to authorize the administration of the 
hhool to engage in a quiet quest for $250,000 during the present 
ladrennium. It is of course understood that the quest shall not be 
ushed in the Oregon Conference until the completion of the Con- 
rence Claimants Endowment Campaign. 

Third, the current budget of the school must be cared for in the 
eantime. We approve the recommendation of the Joint Commission 
at $9,000 be raised in the three Conferences of the Portland Area 
y apportionment to the charges. To meet the Oregon Conference 
are of this current budget fund, for which no provision is made 
rough endowment or otherwise, we call upon the charges of the Con- 
rences outside the City of Salem to raise the sum of $3,000 early 
the Conference year. We ask the Superintendents of the four dis- 
icts to make an equitable distribution of this amount among the dis- 
icts and charges, each Superintendent to use his own method of 
llecting the amounts from the several charges. It is suggested that 
here thought advisable, a Kimball Sunday be observed in each church 
rly in the Conference year, when the challenge of the ministry shall 
. presented to our young men, and the needs and program of Kimball 
shool be laid upon the hearts of the congregations.

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Rules of Order 


1.—The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. and 
close at (11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the direction 
of the Bishop. 


2.—The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall have 
the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3.—The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the question shall 
be taken without debate. Provided, that after the President shall 
have stated the reason for his decision, the appellant may give the 
grounds of his appeal. 


4.—The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise ordered 
by the Conference. 


5.—All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if the 
President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6.—No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7—When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolution 
offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of the Con- 
ference. , 


8.—No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under 
eonsideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption or re- 
jection, unless one of the following should intervene, which motion 
shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9.—Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the Presi- 
dent, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs 
from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10.—No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten minutes 
at any one time, nor more than once on the same question, until all 
have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by the Conference, 
which shall be decided by vote without debate. 


11.—Any member shall have the right to state a question of priv- 
ilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when he con- 
siders his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12.—When speaking each member shall have due regard for the 
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feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and personal 
reflections. 


- 18.—The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of 
one-third of the members present. 


14.—When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be in order 
for a member who voted with the majority to move a reconsideration. 


15.—A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall be 
decided without debate, unless! it shall be for adjournment to a fixed 
time. 


16.—No member shall absent himself from the Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17.—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and no mem- 
ber outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any question, and all 
members inside the bar shall vote upon all questions, unless they are 
excused by the Conference. 


18.—Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall not 
be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unanimous con- 
sent. 


19.—All expressions of approval or disapproval during the progress 
of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20.—In case an executive session be ordered, only members in full 
connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present and voting. 


21.—These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended except 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


_ 1—tThe Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to transfer 
into our Conference more men than are transferred out; not to bring 
men to places within our bounds without careful and equitable adjust- 
ment for all; but this rule shall not be construed to the injury of 
our developing work or so as to embarrass the authorities in providing 
for new work. 


_2.—All changes involving Conference relations, as well as all can-

until such Committee shall have made its report.

4—No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Conference who 
is over 40 years of age. 


5.—All committees or societies to whom are committed matters 
requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide the pro- 
gram for such service.

6.—Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during 
the devotional exercises. 


7.—The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately after 
the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference standing. 


8.—At the close of each Conference session the District Superin- 
tendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs composed of one mem- 
per from each district and one from the Conference at large, which 
shall be placed upon the list of standing committees. Each District 
Superintendent shall report to his committee the death of any min- 
ister or wife, or children of any minister, which may occur in his 
District.

10.—The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the 
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proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall be the 
vficial aa of the Conference. He shall have power to edit all 
reports of Boards and Committees, said reports to be submitted to 
him in double-spaced, typewritten form only. He shall take charge 
of the journals and Conference papers, keep them safe and have them 
forwarded to the place of Conference sessions. 


11—No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Conference 
Course of Study who is conditioned upon more than one study. 


12.—The President shall provide for closing up the business of the 
final session of the Annual Conference that due and sufficient time 
shall be given for proper devotional services just preceding the reading 
of the appointments, that no unseemly haste or disorder at such time 
be manifest. 


13.—All statistical and treasurer’s reports from pastoral charges 
shall be in the hands of the Conference Statistician or Treasurer not 
later than noon of the second day of the Conference session. Any 
reports presented thereafter may be received but not tabulated. 


14.—It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules in 
the Conference Journal. 


15.—An executive session shall be the order of the day, on Friday 
of each Conference session at 10:30 a. m. 


16.—These general and standing rules shall not be altered nor sus- 
pended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting.
